— A majority of 
the ineaibers of the Foreign Relations 
committee express ignorance of the re 
ported intention of Mr. Olney to appear 
before the committee in regard to the 
Cuban ipiestion, but there is no doubt 
that ho told Senator Sherman, who saw 
him for a few moments to-day, tliat he 
would beglad toappearat the committee's 
meeting to throw all light possible on the 
subject. It ia the expectation of all the 
members of the committee that there 
will be reached at the meeting a l eaolu- 
tioii tledaring for Cuban indej)endence, 
and the friends of the resolution express 
no doubt that tlte resolution will receive 
the approval of a majority of the com- 
mittee. The intention of the majority 
of the members of the committee oil 
foreign relatione, who intend to vote for 
the Cuban resolution, ia to vote to re- 
port the resolution to-morrow and allow 
it to remain on the aenato calendar until 
after the holiday rtcees. The report tiiat 
haa already lieen prepared is known to he 
very satisfactory to the menibera in 
favor of this action, and it is not believed 
that there will be any facta presented by 
Secretary Dlney which will materially 
change existing conditions. Already 
tliere is a protest against snch action, 
by persons who fear that values will be 
disturbed and business injured by any 
declaration of the nature proposed. 
Dillerent senators have urged members 
of the foreign relations committee not to 
be hasty in tlio matter of acting on the 
Cuban resolutions, niid suggested delay, 
hut Fo far haa not inlluentied the major- 
ity of the membera of the committee.

At Least Fifty Thousand Children Made 
Orphans by the Slaughters of 1895. 

Wasiiinuto.v, Dec. 17.— The full ex- 
tent of the Armenian massacres ia indi- 
cated in a report to the state department 
by U.S. Consul Bergoliae, at Erzeroum, 
wherein he says : " The number of 
Armenian children under twfclve 
years made orphans by the maa- 
sacres of 18',)5 ia, accoixiing to 
eatimatt'.s ,")0,000. The (jiieslion of what 
shall be done with these orphans ia re- 
ceiving the attention of the Cliriatian 
world. The Americiin board of comniif-- 
aiinier.s is giving the matter serious 
thought. It has formulated no general 
plan of relief, although the question of 
creating oriiliaiiages, olothing fac- 
toriea and industrial institu- 
tions ia under consideration. Cier- 
nian charitable societies are prepar- 
ing to establish industrial orphan asy- 
lums at Corpba, Ceaaarea and elsewhere 
and the Kaiserswerth deaconesses of 
Germany have made provisions for re- 
ceiving Armenian orphans at Siiiyriiia 
and, thirty hiive been sent there from 
here. 'I'lie British government, or its 
ainhas.s.ndnr at Conatiintinoplo has ini- 
tiated a m ivcment leading towards set- 
tling a nuiiihef of widows and their 
(diildren or. the island of Cyprus.

London, Dec. 17. — The fJaily Grai)lnc 
publishes an interview with Sir Charles 
Tiiiiper, the late Canadian high commia- 
eioner, in which he saya : "Canada ia 
(juito prepared to take her part in the 
adniij-alty scheme for Imperial defence, 
outlined by the Duke of Devonshire.

If Mr. Fielding 
ia :is iible iiml :is discreet a public iiuiii 
as his friends give liim the credit of 
being he would be particularly careful to 
pive no protectionist journalist or poli- 
tician ground for concluding that lie is 
ouo-aided, that he asaumea an attitude 
of antagonism towards protectionist wit- 
nessea. He aliould not givu tlio protec- 
tioniats wlio attend the sittings of the 
Conimiaaion — and it ia evident that the 
Kreat majority of those whodo attend them 
are protectionists — an excuse for saying 
that the tariff inijuiry is a sham and 
thiit it ia folly for protectioniats to ex- 
pect auythiut; like juatico from tlie Com- 
luiseion or the Government which it 
repreaents. lie aliould assume the vir- 
tue of impartiality thoiit;h lie has it not. 



NOT IMPARTIAL. 

It is to be presumed that the Gtovern- 
ment in undertaking an inquiry into the 
operation of the present tarifl' does go 
with the intention of acquiriu}]; informa- 
tion by which it may be t;aiiled in re- 
forminr; or cbantziuj: tlie existing liscal 
system. It is not to be Bui>poEed tliat 
the Government has all the knowledge 
that it needs on the subject, and that it 
has already arrived at the conclusions 
on which it proposes to act. If this is 
the position that it occupies tfie inquiry 
is a mere sham. If the Commissioners aro 
only looking for evidence to eoiifinu them 
in the opinions wliich they already hold, 
the espense of prosecuting the inquiry 
and the time spent by Commissioners 
and witnesses in attending the sessions 
are completely wasted. 

Some of those who have attended the 
sittings of the Commission are under the 
impression that the Commissioners do 
iiutoccui)y the jxieition of either iinjuir- 
ers or judges. One of them, lion. Mr. 
Fielding, shows by his demeanor ami his 
remarks that his mind is fully made up, 
that he has prejudged the case. He 
does not listen to the witnesses with 
tlie air of an impartial judge 
ilis position is ratlier lliat of an advo- 
cate retained on the side of free trade. 
The Toronto Mail and limpiro of the 
i;th inst. thus speaks of the attitude 
assumed aud the Spirit evinced by Com- 
missioner Fielding: 

Instead of listening with the oiien 
mind of a judge or arbitrator, he lets 
himself assume too much the attitude 
of a prosecuting attorney or an inter- 
ested party. Consciously or uncon- 
sciously lie exhibits a strong preposses- 
sion against protective duties, and be- 
trays an animus against the industries 
of the country. Apparently he cannot 
rid his mind of the assumptions that 
underlie the stock arguments that the 
hibural press iiiid politicians have 
made so laiiiiliar to the people of Can- 
aihi. The staple, but threadbare, asser- 
tiuns that prnLeetiou is an iiilamoua 
[lolicy, that the m.'tiiufaclurera are 
grinding mnnopolisl ^, conspirators, rol)- 
licra and scuiuidruls, were iniduiililealy 
icgardcd hy liim :is veiuMali'd |i:uty 
truths when the Liberals were in (jpjjo- 
sition. But he almuld iindcrstaiid that 
it is the 8.)undiicsH of these funda- 
mental principles oi l.iliiMMlism that 
is in.'.v in ijuesiion. being so, 

and he being oni: ol tlie jiersons ap- 
pointed to e.xainiiie into tlieir credi- 
bility, it would give an apjiearancc of 
greater sincerity to the inijuiry were he 
to comport himself less as if they were 
part and parcel of his very habit of 
mind. It sliould lie possible for him to 
ilsk a (pU'Stidn or to intcrji-cl a remark 
without i-iliDwintr that bis jnilgment- was 
entirely uv-MTuli-d by bis ))rcjiidii:e, 
and that practically hi' c jiisidered the 
investigation useless. I'lvcn if the Gov- 
ernment iiilciiii to make it useless, 
ami tbongn the Tarill' Coiumissioii 
lie a mere mockery, it would 
sniely !)e more discreet for Mr. T'leld- 
ii g to take some pains to feign fair- 
ness, lint the public take it for grant- 
ed that the commission is acting in pood 
faith. It is the tribunal to which Mr. 
Laiirier, entirely nonplussed by the 
trade question, has refei'red that ques- 
tion for decision. On the matter of pol- 
icy, the Liberals, after believing in near- 
ly everything, have assumed an agiustic 
attitude. They do not know what is 
right — free trade, tarifT for revenue 
only, reci[)rocity, preferential trade, 
incidental protection, tir tlio Na- 
tional Policy. Tliey are in seaich of 
aome economic moorings to ealisfy 
the cravings, if not of their con- 
Hcienco, at least of their partisanalii p. It 
they are to bo a party, above all a ruling 
jiarty, they must have :i jjolicy, and the 
iiest policy is the one the counti-y is most 
favorable to. Wliat is that'.' That is for 
the commission to ascertain. It ciin liiid 
out only from the evidence placed before 
it, with which it must not mix any of 
the notions — likely to be false — that may 
stick to some of its member.s by virtue 
of their original orrora. 

It may bo said that the Mail and Em- 
pire ia not an unprejudiced observer. 



" ANNEXATION." 

We have seen how infiuontial inhabit- 
ants of Honolulu felt about annexing 
the Hawaiian Islands to the United 
States. We have also seen that all pro- 
posals for annexation have been hitherto 
coldly received by the Government of the 
United States, and by men whoso opin- 
ion lias weight with that Government. 
But public opinion appears to have been 
lately undergoing a change in the United 
States with respect to the annexation of 
Hawaii. I'roposals for union are not 
nearly so emphatically rejected as they 
were some time ago. Thu I'nited 
Stales has become coy and almost 
half accepts proposala which she 
would not listen to a few months ago. 
This may be inferred from the tone of 
an article in the New York Commercial 
Advertiser, of which the following are 
the concluding paragraplin: 

Lying aa it does directly in the path 
between .Sati I'raiiciaco and the Orient, 
aUbriliiig excellent harbors, ami forming, 
both for the purposes of peace and war, 
the key to the North I'acilic, Hawaii 
poEseases an importance altogether 
disproportionate to its population 
and natural wealth. Our trade with 
.•Vsia is yet in its infancy, largely be- 
cause of the himenlable hick of enter- 
prise on the part of the people of San 
Francisco ; but it is certain ultimately 
to develop into vast proportions. The 
Nicaragua Canal may not oe constructed 
for a generation, bat there is little doubt 
of its eventual completion. When the 
great ditch is finally dug, and when we 
shall have linally gained our just aliare 
of commerce witli theawarming millions 
of China, .lapaii and other Eastern coun- 
tries, the surjiassing value of Hawaii 
will manifest itself. Its control as 
a coaling station must be in the 
futnr'i alike indiapenaable to our 
navy and our rehabilitated mercantile 
marine. We do not desire to control it 
for the purpose of assailing the rights oi 
European nations, but for the purpose of 
making it what nature apparently in- 
tended it to be — an outpost of civiliza- 
tion in the immense ocean which will 
some time rival, if it does not eclipse, 
the Atlantic in the amount of commerce 
which it bears. 

It is entirely practicable to assert our 
riglits over Hawaii, without hastily an- 
nexing it and without giving otlVnse to 
other jiowerH. A dignilieil, ccurteoua 
declaration ol oar |iusition liy the Mc- 
Kinley Administration, Bupnortcil by 
the passage of a joint Congritbsional reso- 
lution reaiiiriiiing our historic policy, 
v.'ill assure tlu' independence of the Ha- 
waiian (.l(jveriunent ajid leave t^o (irob- 
lem of liual annexation to be decided 
when it begins to press urgently for a 
solution, liepublican leaders will make 
no mistake if they adopt this course. It 
is just, reasonable and statesmanlike. 

It is hard to understand what the Ad- 
vertiser means by " our just share of 
commerce with the swarmlcg millions 
of China," etc. If the .■\mericans do not 
jiossess their " just share " of that com- 
merce the fault is their own. If tliey 
ba\'e been lieaten in the rare they have 
no ono to blame but themselves. Hav- 
iiiL' a half-way house to China may give 
the Americana advantages aa regards 
trade with China which other nations 
do not possess, and then, again, such a 
linssession may lead to complications 
anil embarrassments wliich might be 
found to be very troublesome. 



army of some 200,000 men. The armies 
of Spain have been vainly endeavoring 
for nearly two years to siibdue what has 
been frequently described as a mere 
handful of rebels, badly diacipliiicd, ill- 
equipped, and insutliciently euppliud 
with the munitions of war. Although the 
country is unhealthy and a large part of 
the Spanish army is at all timea in hos- 
pital it seems wonderful how so great a 
force aa that which the Spaniards have 
in Cuba does not make better headway 
than it does against the ragged rebel 
army. 

.1 DISAPPOINTMENT. 

It does not look well to see a man's 
friends, especially if he is a politician, 
trumpeting any kind or generous deed 
ho may do from one end of the country 
to the other. Uncharitable people will 
be apt to consider that it was for the 
purpose of getting advertised in this way 
that the generous act was performed. 
The j)olitician particularly, if he does 
not want to be judged uncharitably, 
should not lot his left hand know what 
his right hand does. Ostentatious giv- 
ing ia, on the jiart of a public man, a 
mistake. lUit we have no name lor the 
folly and the Btui)idily of the 
friemla of a loading party politician 
who raise the report that ho has done a 
good deal which he did not perform or 
think of performing. They should know 
that the truth would leak out sooner or 
later and that the reputation of the man 
for whom they sought to gain credit on 
a false pretense would auH'er by the ex- 
posure. The Hon. Mr. I'aterson was 
made a victim of in this way by some un- 
principled or inconsiderate friends. The 
story is told by the Mail and Empire in 
this way.

" General W'eyler," wo aro told, "con- 
tents himself with guarding this lino, 
upon which he lias lont; permitted bim- 
seU to be beseiged, virtually, by the in- 
surgent forces. And it has always been 
maintained, that the insurgents could 
cross it when they chose, and at various 
places have actually crossed it." 

This appears to be a very weak bar- 
rier to keep out an enterprising and 
courageous enemy.

CATCHES OF SEALERS. 

YuBterday's Sitting of the Beliring Sea 
Claims Commission a Rather 
monotonous One, 

The proceedings of tho Behring Sea 
Claims Commission yesterday weie some- 
what monotonous, the time being taken 
up in recording the catches of various 
schooners with a view to showing the 
takes of successive years. 

Captain W, E. Baker, who as master 
brought the schooner Viva to Victoria 
from Nova Scotia in 1887 and had aealeil 
the next three years with her, put his 
Behring sea catch in ISS!) as 2,180 skins. 
The last day bo hunted in Behring sea 
that year was .Vugust 21 ; the'vessel car- 
rietl a crew of '_':). In ISyO his catch in 
15ehring sea waa 2,015, 

The objectof the British side in giving 
the evidence os to these catclies, Hon. 
Mr. Peters said, was to show that during 
these and suci^eeding years good catches 
were made, contrary to the contention 
of the United States that tho business 
was very uncertain, 

Hon, Mr. Dickinson objected to goina 
into the catches of 1800 and succeeding 
years, aa there were no claims for 
probable catches of that year. The 
piestion waa therefore allowed to drop, 
lu cross-examination by Mr, Lansing, 
the witness stated that his vessel was 
high liner in 18SS, 1889 and 1890. 

(inestioned next as to tho Pathfinder 
case of 1800, witness told how he saw 
this vessel seized in Neah Bay by the 
Corwiu in March of that year. 

Laugblin McLean was examined as to 
the catches of 1889. He had been mas- 
ter of the Favorite on the Behring Sea 
cruises of 1887, 1888 and 1889. Hia catch 
in the Sea in 18S9 was 1,;)05, These 
were caught to the southwest of the 
islands. East of the islands was in his 
opinion the beat sealing grounds but he 
lid not go Iboro that year fearing seizure. 
Witness being asked what was the catch 
for Behring sea in 1SS7 by his vessel, 
said 1,8S1 ; but that did not include the 
Coast catch. The statement published in 
the Behring sea case by Sir George 
Baden-Powell, that, the catch of the Fav- 
orite for that whole year was 1,881 was 
not made on any information from the 
witness. The Favorite stopped sealing 
on August 20 in 1887, partly because of 
stormy weather and partly because of 
shortness of water. Pie was afraid to 
put in Ounalaskn for water for fear of 
seizure, 

Capt. Wiliiam ('ox, the next witness, 
was (iuestioiied as to the takes o[ iIk;

Anniversary. 



Sir Donald 'A. Smitb on the 
elopmeut of the Col- 
onies.

(From the Canadian Gazette, Nov. 26.) 
The annual feast of the Master of the 
Cutlers' Compan)' of Sheffield is an hia- 
torie aflrtir. Representatives of English 
diplomacy, statesmanship, literature, 
military unci naval science crowded the 
Cutlers' hall on the feast-day last week 
to do honor to the great industry of 
Sheffield, and some very notable speeches 
were delivered. 

The toast of " The Colonics " fell to 
Sir Howard Vincent, one of the menibers 
of parliament for the city. In the course 
of his oration he said: God be thanked 
that the coming year, 1897, bids fair to 
he an epoch in English story. It will be 
not only notable in the annals of British 
monarchy, but als) be, I hope, ;i witness 
to the ellbrta of Britiah t^oveninients and 
Statesmen to make our iMupiro proof 
against shot and shell— not alone 
by the armor plates of Shef- 
lield, but by the golden chains of 
mutual commerce. 'Greet to-night the 
pioneer of England's glorious work— the 
vast Dominion of Canada, ever in the 
van of pulilic duty. I present to your 
accluniiUiun i,'reat Canmla'a High Coni- 
niissioiier, Sir Dunakl Smith, wlio liiiB 
borne a foremost part in bindins with 
the rails of .Sliellield the stormy billows 
of tlie Atlantic with the boundless tracks 
of the far I'acilic. Over the iron way 
are cuniinp; to our niillions, as to our 
contemi)orarily alUicted hrothers of the 
far east, the unrivalled British corn of 
the far west. Over the Empire— west 
by east and north by south— waves the 
banner of freedom, the cross of St. 
George, St. David, St. Andrew, and St. 
Patrick— our Union Jack, (Cheers.) I 
give you the toast of your Colonies — the 
Colonies of the British Empire, coujded 
■with tlie name of the Hon. Sir Donald 
Smith. (Cheers). 

Sir Donald Smith was warmly re- 
ceived on rising to respond. He said: 
Mr. Muster Cutler, your Excellency, my 
lords, huliea and gentlemen — I think I 
ought not to omit the ladies— I am al- 
ways proud to have my name aseoeiated 
with the Colonies, with one of which 1 
have been BO intimately connected for 
many years. I am especially so on this 
occasion, and in the presence of an as- 
sembly Buch as I see before me — an as- 
sembly of statesmen, of nieichanta, of 
manufacturers, of the cutlers of Shetlield 
and their friends. It is not the hrst 
time I htive heard of Shefheld. Long, 
long ago, fifty, aye sixty and more, years 
ago, I Decarae aeqaainted with Sheffield, 
and in what way? By a pocket knife. 
Thousands had come to know Sheflield 
in the same way, not only throughout 
the kingdom, but I may say thioughout 
the world. And on finding myself in 
possession of that part of the wares of 
Shefheld I felt proud, becauHe seeing the 
name engraved on it " Sheffield," 
I felt and believed that no bet- 
ter knife could be found any- 
where. (Cheers and laughter.) \Ve 
have hears from the right hon. gentle- 
man who sits on the right of the .Master 
Cutler (Mr. Balfour) that a great deal 
has been said about foreign nuuiufactur- 
era. Much has been said about Ciermany 
and other countries which send their 
wares into the United Kingdom and into 
every colony ot the British Emijire, and 
we see there on those articles " made in 
Germany." But I do believe that the 
acute, keen-edged intellect and manual 
education of the cutlers ot Sheffield will 
enable them to hold their own against 
the whold world now as in the past. 
(Cheers. 1 The subject of the toast I 
have the honor of resiionding to is one 
of great proportions. It means an area, 
a very large area. I will not weary you 
with ligiirea to any extent, but I think 
vou will bear with me when I say that 
while the area of the United 
Kingdom is V21,')C>2 miles, that of 
the Empire is 10,000,000 square 
miles; and that of tlie self-governing 
Colonies from 7,000,000 to 8,000,OUl) 
square miles with a population some- 
what under 12,000,000. The imports of 
the Colonies are equal to about X140,- 

000. 000, the exports to £127,000,000, 
making a total of £207,000.000. Of that 
their tr.ade with foreign countries is 
X7O,OCi0,00O, while with Great Britain it 
is £i;iO,O0O,0OO, and Canada has of tliac 
.C2;!,(;00, 000 imports and .tL'l, 200,000 ex- 
ports. Now, J think, looking to those j 
ligiires, uiid feeling that not lea.st of the 
important events of the reiu'h of lier [ 
Most (jraeions Majesty (Jueen Victoria 1 

1. s the great development ol the Colonies, | 
WO nuiy well look forward within a very i 
few years to much greater development 
of those Colonies. And I trust that a.s 
that develo])ment goes on the relations 
between the Colonies and the Motlier 
Country will become closer and closer, 
that the commercial relations in every 
respect — those of all parts of the 
Empire will be such as all loyal subjects 
will desire them to be. (Hear, hear.) 
The Colonies— in a conference— a con- 
ference of much importance in Ottawa 
in 1801— pronounced in favor of a freer 
trade between the Colonies and the 
Mother Country. And you have had 
your representatives attending the meet- 
ing of the Aesociation of Ohaniliers of 
Commerce in ,Tune last, know that it 
was unanimously resolved that the ob- 
ject of closer commercial relations witli 
us deserved and demanded iinmeuiatc 
consideration. It has been aaid that the 
Colonies should come before the Mother 
Country and express their desire for 
this. But it seems to me to be a 
matter of great importance to the 
whole Empire that it would certainly not 
be unbecoming that Great Britain 
should approach the colonies. (Hear, 
hear.) We, In Canada, are prond of our 
mother country, because we believe in 
it. We have there everything which has 
made the United States, and it is no 



doubt the same thing with the other 
colonies— with Australia and South 
Africa. I can only say on behalf of Can- 
ada, and, I think, equally on behalf of 
all the colonies, that there are no more 
loyal subjects, of the Queen than her 
subjects in those divisions of her em- 
empire — not even in Sheffield, or any 
part of the United Kingdom. (Cheers). 



EARTHQUAKE IN EXGfLAND. 

Almost Every County Has Experiences of 
the Disturbances— Panics— Attendant 
Flienomena-Rude Awakenings. . 

Lo.vDON, Dec. 17. — An earthquake, the 
most violent ever experienced in this 
country, baa shaken every shire from 
Durham to Surrey and from London to 
the Welsh coast. The subterranean dis- 
turbance was first noticed at 6 o'clock 
this morning, and lasted from four to 
thirty seconds, and at many points 
two distinct ahouks were experienced 
The most severe shocks were felt 
at Cheltenham, Ledbury and Forest 
of Dean. The earth shaking was accom- 
panied by a loud rushing soimd. Tt 
buildings were violently shaken, furni- 
ture shifted, doors thrown opon aud pic 
tures and other ornaaienta upset. The 
inhabitants were panic stricken and lied 
from the houses in terror. 'L'ho earth 
ciuake was also felt at Birmingham and 
various points in Shropshire, and was 
violent in Worcester and the country 
surrounding. Houses were rocked aud 
furniture overturned. 

The shocks were followed by a tremor 
of the earth and accompanied by a rumb 
ling sound. At some points perfona on 
the country roads, who were going to 
work, were thrown down and a number 
of people were thrown out of their beds 
Hereford cathedral was injured by 
the severe shock felt at that place. 
There was a dull rnnibling beneath 
the earth's surface followed by two 
terrific crashes and terrible lifting 
anil rocking. The panic at Hereford 
was BO great that one woman died from 
fright. People rushed wildly into the 
streets, nuuiy chimneys fell crashing 
to the thoroughfares and all the pinna- 
cles of St. Nicholas church toppled over 
and a part of the pinnacle of the cathe- 
dral fell to the ground. At Liverpool 
the earthquake was ])receded by heavy 
thunder and a fearful hail storm. In 
London the earthquake was only slightly 
felt. A singular phenomena occurred at 
Bridge North near Shrewsbury previous 
to the distubance. The streets suddenly 
seemed to be on fire and there was a 
violent report accompanied by earth 
shaking. Peoi>le going to their work in 
that vicinity s.ay they were for a time 
unable to widk owing to the vibration. 
There was great excitement among the 
rustics about Boole, who thought that 
the end of the world had come. 

Houaes shook for nearly n minute at 
Bristol and Clyde, causing much alarm 
in those places. At Eversliam the earth- 
quake shock was loUowed by a brilliant 
light in the sky. Up to Tuesday the 
weather in England was unusually mild, 
but Tuesday there was a sudden chan?e 
to severe frost, followed by dense fogs 
and snow on AVeduesday. In the min 
ine districts the first thought was that 
the shocks were the result of colliery ex 
plosions. This belief prevailed for some 
time a'fterwards. The disturbance was 
exjierienced with violence at Warwick 
Castle. The Earl of Warwick was awak- 
ened and felt his bed lifted as though by 
some force beneath it, and the furniture 
of his room was shifted .

For a shade for the drawing room 
yellow silk nnd lisse ore suggested, bor- 
dered witli small stur.i and crescents of 
black velvet. Buy orliavo inado a frauio 
to suit your fuiiey. A four sided lan- 
tern is tho easiest to cover, and some 
ttdmiro most those that decrease in sire 
toward tKe bottom. Cover very smooth- 
ly nil tho four sidc-.s v.itli yellow .silk — 
a thin inuko of silk. Yon can decorate 
the gauze ;it lioino by outtiiig out black 
velvet lozenges and gumming them on 
to a net foundation. Cut some yellow 
lisso or fine siik muslin into strips, one 
wid(^ strip for tho tojiof the hintern jind 
narrow ones for tlie ruches. Cut out one 
edge of the wide strip into jdaiii round 
Kctillops. Outline these with lozenges of 
black velvet graduated in siz6, or they 
may all be of equal dimousiona Three- 
eighths of an inch is a giyd size. Gum 
these firmly to tho material, then pow- 
der the ri'inaiiider of it with small 
crescents, stars and lozenges. These 
should not bo used too freely or the 
effect will bo heavy. Scallop tho nar- 
ro^v strips on botli sides and outline 
with small hizenge.s. (.^uite a thin make 
of velvet Klioukl bu ohoseu for this pur- 
pose. 

Cover tlie top of tlie lantern with 
silk, and over this gather on tho lisso 
ratlior .scantily, draw it in tightly at 
tho colhir, ietiving the wide frill with 
its scalloped edge upstiiudiiig. Down 
etich perpendicular wire of tlic frame 
carry a full ruuhiug of li.s.se, ndil a 
ruche round tho top of tho panels and 
another »t tiio bottom. This completes 
the shade. .Still we may, if we fanej- a 
fin llier decoration, add to its charm \iy 
etehiiig.s done with pen and ink. A hit 
of iitudscapo lightly sketched in, some 
])ieturcsqno fishing boats with the water 
just indicated with a few strokes, a 
bridge witli a tree beside it overhanging 
a river and ii eanoe drawn up near the 
buuk, are all suitable subjects. 

Many lamp shadi s are now made of 
white silk with flower designs printed 
in delicate colors. These silks would 
answer admirably for lantern shades 
Two harmonious colors are coinhined on 
many of the newest lamp sliaih s. ]''or 
instance, jitile ]iinlc and yellowy cretun 
idlks are used alternately on flie four 
r[uartcrs or tho six .section.s of the shades.

rii-czini; Ici' (:r<-;llii. 

Tho.se who are making ice cream at 
home may find a proiltablo sugtjestion 
or two in the following from an i x- 
eliange: Do not tlrtiw any water from 
the ice while freezint,' unlc.-s ater 
raises to toji of can. The can should he 
only nvo-lhinl.s full of milk, as it will 
raise one-third wliile frei.'ziut;. Afti'r 
the milk has been placed in the can put 
tho freezer together ready for operation, 
mash tho ico and sprinkle coarse salt en 
until it stops cracking. (The ice may lie 
jirevidusly prepanMl. ) Thou put the ice 
around tho can uud luld more salt. When 
tho freezing is completed, remove the 
beaters aud cover tho freezer witli carpel 
or woolen cloth and let the ice cream 
harden half an liour before! serviii;; 
After frozen, beating tho cream with 
largo spoon or wooden paddle will im- 
jirovo it. After standing sovernl houi 
it should lie lieatoii before serving. Dip 
]iiiig ;i siioon in lukewarm \yater bi'fore 
serving each ])lale of ereani and turn 
once around will cut a very nici' form. 

Dip the jolly bag in boiling water and 
wring perfectly dry before nsiug. This 
saves loss of fruit juice from its soaking 
into tho cloth.

Kootenay country, stated that if ho told 
all that he knew of the riches of that 
wonderful district he was afraid 
would not bo belie\ed. 

His object in visiting the Coast, the 
minister eaid, w as to see for himself 
what British Columbia w-aa like, but he 
had spent so much time in the interior 
that ho could not devote much of his 
visit to the coast. The only public 
meeting which he will attend is at three 
o'clock to-day, when he receives an ad- 
dress from the British Columbia Board 
of Trade.

FEDEliATION OF LABOR. 

Election of Offlcens Will Be Early— Armour 
Boycott to Be Puslitd— Relations 
With the United States. 

. Cincinnati, Deo. 17. — When President 
Gompers called the American Federa- 
tion of Labor to order for the fourth 

day's session, the roll call showed a full 
attendance. The election of officers 
takes place to-morrow afternoon. Opin- 
ion is that all the ceneral officers will be 
re-elected except Secretary McGrath, 
who is opposed by Frank iMorrison, of 
Chicago, representative of the Interna- 
tional Typographical Union. 

After addresses by delegates Bennett, 
Garland and others, the iimendmentof 
Mr. O'Sullivan to refer the application 
of tho stationary engineers to tlio execu 
tivo council with instructiona to open 
local unions and organize a national 
union, was carried unanimously. 

Letters from Canadian unions were 
read and referred to apjirojiriato com 
mitteoa. 

Delegate ,T.]']. O'Sullivan cfl'ered a re 
solution fixing fifty cents per month as 
the minimum assessment for all male 
members of the unions referred to. 

President Gompers said he had invit 
ed ex-Governor Charles Foster, chair 
man of the Ohio commission on the in 
voatigation of convict labor, to addres^ 
tho convention. Mr. Foster, who could 
not bo present, sent a letter on the sub 
ject. which was read and ordered to be 
printed in the proeeedings. 

Tho special conuniltee on the Armour 
boycott at Kansas (Oity reiiorted in favor 
of nioi-e vigoroush' pushing the light. 

Delegate Maher, of the Street Kailv/ay 
1 'nion, created a sensation at noon by 
rising to a ijuestion of privilege and 
stating that grave rumors w-ere being 
circulatetl against tlie general nflicers, 
and moving that a committee of five be 
appointed to investigate these charges. 
Mr. Maher would not name llie charges, 
and none would mention tbem, but tlie 
rumors were generally conceded to be in 
connection with the agitation looking 
for the annual election to-morrow after 
noon. 

In the course of an addrass to the 
members of the Federation, John Mal- 
linson, president of the British Trades 
Congress of lOdiiiburg, speaking of the 
Venezuela agitation said: " W'hen 
President Cleveland sent his message to 
Congress regarding Venezuela, thew-ork 
ingmen of our country were horrilled at 
its tone. Many spoke to me anxious to 
know if such a terrible thing as a war 
with the United States were possible, 
looked upon such a possibility myself 
as a most deplorable one and 
we workmen all wondered if ir 
this advanced ago we were to bo plunged 
into such a terrible position. \Vo could 
not bear the thought that the two great 
countries that speak the san^cv tonuue 
nnd have so many interests in common 
could be brought to war against each 
other fo'r so light a canse. Such a war 
will never do, and I am sure the work- 
ingmen of both countries want a peace- 
ful solution of all iiuestions and the in- 
ternational visits of workmen w-iil do 
more to promote mutual understandinga 
and friendship than anything else."
